“ WAREHOUSE BILL A FARCE”—W. D. Lewis, president, and Peter Radford, national lectnrer, under this head discuss legislation for farmers 
and say jointly over their signatures: ‘The so-called relief measures passed by the last legislature are in present form of little value. 
The 
Warehouse Bill submitted to the last legislature by the Farmers’ Union was thrown tcgetlirr with a lot of oilier bills on this subject, and a hybrid 
bill prepared apparently by parties who have no particular knowledge of the cotton industry. 
The Farmers’ Union washes its hands of the afiair 


Todav W D Lewis president, and Peter Radford who was recently appointed Warehouse Commissioner, are openly accusing those ginners of Texas who are 
oDDosed to this law of being without honor and guilty of deception when they state that their opposition to the bill is simply to save their customers this extra 
tax of four million dollars. 
We call upon Mr. Lewis publicly to state why he has changed so radically in his relationship to this bill. 
We can readily see what brought about the change in Marse Peter; he has a good fat job as Warehouse Commissioner, 
but what brought the change in Bro. Lewis we can not state. 
Some advocates of this bill claim a negotiable ware­ 
house receipt will satisfy indebtedness and allow you to hold your catton. 
We do not interpret the law this way. 
Read Sec. 28; it is as clear as the noonday sun. 
Whenever you turn over a negotiable warehouse receipt as collateral 
against your indebtedness your ownership ceases- 
Do not be misled by what anybody says for or against the bill, but ( 
read and study for yourself and act promptly as there remains but little time to get these petitions to Governor Fergu- 4 
son before the called session- 


Section 4.---After June I, 1915, all public gins 
that may be operated in this state, whether by indi­ 
viduals, partnerships, joint stock companies, or cor­ 
porations, shall be charged with a public use, and 
shall be required to obtain a license as public ginner 
from the board of supervisors, which license shall 
be renewed each year upon the payment of an a n ­ 
nual fee of l l . 
To obtain such license, application 
must be made to the board, stating the location and 
capacity of the gin, by whom owned and conducted 
and the pastoffice address of such owner or operator. 
Such application shall be accompanied by a bond in 
the form prescribed by the board and must be ap­ 
proved by the chairman of the board. 
Such bond 
may be that of a bonding and indemnity company 
authorized to do business in Texas, or by private 
persons, and in event of an individual bond, such 
shall be renewed once each year, and which bond 
shall be iii the sum of l l for each bale of cotton g in ­ 
ned by said gin the next preceding season, provided 
in no event shall a boud of more than $2500 be re­ 
quired of ain one ginner for each gin he may own, 
and provided fin tiler, when said gin begins tor the 
first season, a bond of $500 shall be required; said 
bond shall be payable to the state of I exas tor the 
use aud benefit of all who may have a cause of action 
action against the maker thereof nuder the terms 
and provisions of this act, and suit may be brought 
thereon against the maker thereof in arn court of 
competent jurisdiction in the name of the aggrieved 
party, without the necessity of joining the state in 
the suit, but the venue of the suit shall be subject to 
the general venue statutes of the state. 
Said bond 
shall not be void on 
first recovery, 
but repeated 
suits may be brought on one bond until the amount 
of the same has been exhausted; and when the bond

left with the warehouse manager; with said samples 
of cotton there shall also be placed a certificate u n ­ 
der the signature of the ginner or gin company that 
said sample is a trite, correct and lair sample, as far 
as said ginner or gin company may be able to deter­ 
mine, aud that the ginner or gin company gu aran ­ 
tees under its bond that no fraud was practiced

from said bale and were taken 
in such manner as 
that the taker believed them to be true, correct and 
lair samples of said bale, and that during the process 
of ginning said bale no foreign substance, water or 
anything, had been placed iii said cotton or thereaf­ 
ter while said cotton was in the possession of the 
ginner or gin company with the intent to defraud; 
that such certificate shall also have the name and ad­ 
dress of the party tor whom ginned, the name and 
address of the ginner or gin company, the name of the 


p e r s o n upon whose land the cotton was raised, and 
the number of the bale on the books of the sail! gin 
company, awd Hie weight of the bale at the gin.

The first blank above indicated shall be filled, ginner

visors; and the letters "B G " shad stand for "b o n d ­ 
ed g in ." 


Sec. 40—Any ginner or any agent, servant or em ploye of 
the corporation con d uc tin g the busin ess of t i n n i n g cotton 
under the terms and p r o v isio n s of this act,who shall know­ 
ingly and wilfully fail to make three true and correct sa m ­ 
ples of each bale of cotton ginned by him, as provided 
for in thi* act. and to preserve the label the same a s pro­ 
vided for in this act. or who knowing! \ anti wilfully takes 
and preserves untrue, unfair and incorrect samples of any

American arm y surgeons are con­ 
vinced that under normal conditions 
all modern bullets are more humane 
than those formerly used, in spite of 
the fact th a t they travel at higher 
speed and have a far wider range. 
They are so sharp pointed that when 
they strike the soft tissues alone they 
m a te clean-cut, narrow wounds which 
heal very quickly. 
When, however, they take a side- 
wise twist, or develop irregular, jagged 
edges through previously striking or 
glancing off some hard object, they 
have an explosive effect which pro­ 
duces just such terrible wounds as the 
“dumdum.” 
These effects are most 
liable to occur in vital organs inclosed 
in resisting bony walls, like the brain 
or heart, and are nearly always fatal.
